For the present fiscal year, ac­ 
cording to statistics compiled and 
published by the National Associa­ 
tion of M anufacturers and not re­ 
futed. Am erican taxes average $168 
per capita while B ritish taxes aver­ 
age $165, Next year, when the tax 
laws recently enacted are in full 
force, our per capita will be $180. 
E ngland’s $173. 
And already there is talk of new 
and higher taxes at the next session 
Nor is this by any m eans the 
whole story Heavy as our taxes are, 
they are falling far, fa r short of 
keeping pace 
w ith 
governm ental 
spending. Senator Byrri, who has 
established himself as the soundest 
fiscal authority in W ashington, re­ 
cently m ade public some startling 
comparisons. 
This year, according 
to Senator Byrd — and nobody has 
disputed his statem ent—the federal 
governm ent is spending twice as 
m uch as it is collecting in taxes. 
And next year, even though taxes 
will be m uch higher the projected 
spending 
program 
indicates 
th a t 
only thirty-five cents will be collec­ 
ted for every dollar disbursed. 
Ever since 1931, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent 
has spent

money 
th an it collected Since 1933, the de­ 
ficits have accum ulated with appal­ 
ling speed 
W hen w e w ent into the 
World war. the federal debt stood 
al a billion dollars. Now it Ls in the 
neighborhood of $52.OOO.000.000 and 
growing faster than ever. 
U nder the circum stances, surely

when the child is mast tense and 
excited.
